made a speech before a meeting of representative 
citizens that "out Hercxls" am of his previous 
efforts in this line. As usual hib theme was the 
corruption that exists in every department of the 
body politic and in the course of his remarks he 
took occasion to score the h'ghest tribunal of the 
State of New York in the following forcible lan- 
guage :

Hall and the "boss" of Xew York City. In^Xew 
York, as everywhere else, where the machine is 
in control of the political patronage, the "boss" 
absolutely dictates who shall compose the su- 
preme court as well as other offices and it is 
against this deadly danger to our liberties that 
the scorching remarks, of Mr. Jerome were di- 
rected.
